To Extinguish Gasoline Fire. 
Experiments^ recently carried out hy 
a British fire ])revent.ion connnittee 
show that the best way to extinguish a 
small gasoline fire is to spread over 
the burning Ibjuid a mixture of ten 
pounds of bicarbonate of soda and 
twelve pounds of conuuon sawdust. 
The sawdust need not be wi*t but must 
be free fi^om chips and shavings. Tlu? 
theory is that the .sawdust, by fioating 
on the burning licjuid, excludes the oxy­ 
gen of the air, and the heat of the 
flame generates carbonic acid 
gas. 
which helps extinguish the fire.

Boy Trampled to Death. 


About to be married in two weeks to 


Miss Sara Dougherty, of Orrtanna, Ross 
Boyd, 22-year-old son of James Boyd, of 
near Orrtanna, was trampled to death be- 
neath the hoofs of run-away mules near 
Cashtown, on Thursday morning, when, a 
four-mule team, which he was taking from 
one of the Sheely Brothers' farms to an- 
other, for Mr. Seas, a tenant, with whom 
he was employed, got beyond his control 
and he was presumably thrown from the 
wagon. A mule's steel shoe struck the 
young man on the head, and a fractured 
skull evidently caused his death. He was 
dragged about a rod, and the mules con- 
tinued into Cashtown, where they were 
caught. Several men, supposing that the 
driver had been thrown off, went back the 
Tract road, and came upon the uncon- 
scious boy. He was removed to the home 
of Dr. Woomer where he died. Besides 
the parents, Boyd leaves the following sis- 
ters and brothers : Mrs. Clement Wolford 
and Mrs. Mary Eyler, of Orrtanna; Mrs. 
James McLaughlin, of Cashtown; Ivan 
Boyd, of Virginia; Misses May and Ruth 
Boyd, and Robert Boyd, all at home. 


About seven years ago another son, El- 


mer Boyd, was killed in a field near Fair- 
field when he was dragged by several run- 
away mules attached to a land roller. 


Coroner Woomor, of Cashtown, after an 


examination of the body of Ross Boyd, on 
Friday, stated that he did not find any 
trace of a bullet and that the theory of 
the young farmer having been shot was 
not supported by the investigation. The 
small hole in the shoulder, which caused 
the theory to be advanced that Boyd had 
been shot before the mules started to run 
away, was inflicted by a sharp stone, Dr. 
Woomer believes, and the fact that the 
probe could penetrate for four ii-ches m to 
the bone was due to the fact that the flesh 
at this point was very soft and there was 
nothing to stop the instrument.

nothing to stop the instrument.

InfantiU Paralysis 
In McSherrystown. 


The first cas:> of infantile paralysis to 


break out in this section was found on Sat- 
urday in the home of Mr. and Mrs. Paul 
Lawrence, in McSherrystown, their 9- 
year-old daughter, Amy, being afflicted 
with the disease. The child began com- 
plaining on Friday, and Saturday after- 
noon Dr. A. C. Rice was called and after 
a brief examination pronounced the case 
infantile paralysis. The child's condition 
is regarded as critical. The muscles of 
the child's right arm and chest are affect- 
ed. The case is especially to be regretted 
from the fact that there are three other j 
children in the same family who have been 
playing with the little girl until the time 
the physician pronounced the case infan- 
tile paralysis. The smallest child is a two 
weeks' old infant. The source of the sick- 
ness in the family remains unknown. No 
member of the family had visited a com- 
munity in which the disease existed. It 
will be recalled that about seven years aco 
this dread disease spread over McSherrys- 
town and there was about twelve cases, 
five of the children affected having died. 
However several children who were saved 
from death are still crippled. The Law- 
rence home was promptly quarantined, 
and the child isolated in the house. 
Dr.

fected the child's left side also and that she 
is practically paralyzed from the waist up.

eyes glued on the number frwn 10 
o’clock In the morning until the middle 
of the afternoon, afraid to look else­ 
where for fear my cousin would como 
In the meantime. 
“W'hen at last I heard tw^o men at 
one of the windows talking my lan­ 
guage I told them my story. 
They 
explained that 1 w^as in the postoifice 
and that my cousin might not go there 
for several days. 
I should have been 
In a bad fix had not one of the men 
Invited me to come and do odd jobs at 
his boarding house and earn my keep. 
“My cousixi did not come to town for 
three weeks, and when he did he did 
not help me because he could not. He 
had all he could do to earn a living. 
“Then I worked in a railroad con­ 
struction camp one summer and re­ 
turned to the city with the Intention 
of going to school and learnhig Eng­ 
lish. My first employer agreed to give 
me my board for heli)ing with the 
milking, but I had not gone to school 
many days when he met with an acci­ 
dent. 
He,persuaded me that I would 
learn Engli.->h faster driving a milk

MRS. ASOUITH AND 
LAOr 
ACTIVE 


Husbands' Elevation to High 


Positions Accredited to Titem. 


HAVE 
CHEAT 
INFLUENCE. 


Great Britjiln Prime Minister’s Wife 
of Material Assistance to Him, and 
She Is Probably Most Influential Wo­ 
man In English Politics—Lady Haig 
Also Powerful. 


London,—Two women, Mrs. Asipiith 
and Lady Ilaig, are i>laylng an active 
part in Groat Rrltain’s politics. 
To 
their work is accredited the elevation 
of their husbands to high positions. 
The action brought by Mrs. Asquith, 
the wife of the prime minister, against 
the I^ndon (Mobe to restrain its editor 
from publishing any more letters from 
its readers indirectly referring to her 
as a friend of German i>risonei*s of 
W’ar interned in Donnington Hall had 
much more behind it than the extreme 
ly courageous action of an independent 
and fearless woman. 
The prime minister’s wife Is probably 
the most influential woman in English 
politics in modern days. 
The late 
Duchess of Devonshire, the “Double 
Duchess,“ as she was called because 
she captured two ducal titles in succes. 
Sion, that of the seventh holder of tlio 
Manchester title and the eighth of 
Devonshire, could perhaps have had 
greater iiolltlcal pow’er if she could 
have persuaded the indolent Duke of 
Devonshire to accept the oliice of inime 
mhiister. 
Mrs. Asquith, on the other 
hand, is commonly believed to have 
materially assisted her husband to this 
high otlice. His enemies have always 
been legion and his friends not numer­ 
ous, his character behig that of the 
serious Scotsman w’ho forms emotional 
ties w’ith dllliculty. 
Mrs. Asquith, brilliant, witty, tem- 
lieramental and Intellectual and In­ 
variably entertaining, has supplied this 
deficiency and by her tact and charm 
she has kept unimpaired many politi­ 
cal friendships useful to her husband. 
The M’ithdrawal of the British forces 
from the Gallipoli peninsula is credited 
to Mrs. Asquith’s advice, coupled with 
the recommendation of I\IaJor General 
C. C. Mtmro, who succeeded General 
Sir Ian Hamilton as commander at the 
Dardanelles, w'hich was made public in 
the house of lords by Lord Ribblesdale, 
Mrs. Asiiuilh's brother-in-hnv. 
Lady Haig, the w4fe of General Sir 
Douglas Ilaig, who has taken over the 
command of the British troops in 
France as the successor of Field Mar­ 
shal Viscount French, is credited with 
having exerted great influence toward 
her husbiind’s advancement in the 
army. She was the Hon. Maud Vivian, 
one of the “Vivian tw’lns,“ Avho were 
famous as maids of honor to Queen 
Victoria and Queen Alexandra. Before 
his marriage to Miss Vivian ten years 
ago Ilaig was a favorite w*ith General 
French, having served under French 
at Aldershot and then iiccompanylng 
him to South Africa during the Boer 
W’ar. 
Whatever French has been able 
to do for Haig has been done, but his 
present high command is the result 
more of the influence at court of Lady 
Haig, and Lord Kitchener has been 
persuaded by royalty*s desires to ad­ 
vance the man most favored by his 
old enemy, General French. Sir Doug­ 
las Haig was promoted to be a full 
general only a year ago, although he 
had held the post as chief of staff in 
Innia for some years, having won it 
through the influence of King Edward 
and Queen Alexandra. 
Sir Douglas and Ijidy Haig have not 
taken any particular pains to assume 
any leadership in I.>ondon societ3" since 
their marriage and have not kept up a 
London residence during visits home 
from India, spending their time at Al­ 
dershot, where Haig earned the nick­ 
name of “Von Haig“ on account of his 
Prussian thoroughness iu military mat­ 
ters and his stem way of handling sub­ 
ordinates. 
He and Ladj^ Ilaig have 
two children, daughters, named after 
the two queens W'hom Lady Haig 
served—Alexandra Henrietta Louise,

at noon and if It con.sists of a snnill 
amount of meat, Iaa-o vegetables, bread 
an«l btitter with a simple dessort a 
drink of ujiik or cocoa, even young chil­ 
dren can partake with safety. 
Chil­ 
dren should ho given easily digested 
foods for they need to give all the 
))o(ly strength ai\d attention to the^ 
d«'veloj)ment of musele, hone and brain. 
All oatmeals or whole wheal should 
be well cot>ked, preferably overnight, 
and if served with gootl, rich milk a 
gi*nerous dish of oatmeal Is a most sus­ 
taining and boily-bulldlng food. I»acon, 
eggs creamtHl potatoes and gems Avill 
nuike a good breakfast. 
Do ntit serve <longhnuts (unless es­ 
pecially light and free frons soaked, 
fat), to children. 
It is best to avoW 
ail foods fried in fat. as they are not 
easy of digestion and their prolonged 
use Is sure to cause digestiA’o trouble. 
A good breakfast for tho school age 
children is baked sweet apple Avith top 
milk. C(»real with top milk, toast and 
milk to drink. 
For dinner a broib'<4 
land) chop, baked potato, lettuce Avlth 
French dressing, rice pudding. 
For sui>per ndlk toast or a cream 
soup, celery, bretid and butter, ginger­ 
bread and milk. 
The following are a few foods desir­ 
able for breakfast: 
Fres'h or stowed 
fruits, all Avell cooked cereals. brolb*d 
steak, lamb chops, minced lamb on 
toast, bacon, broiled fresh fish, eggs, 
scramhled or shirred, brown bread, 
corn -gems, bran and graham gems, 
cream toast, dry toast and water, ndlk, 
cocoa or hot milk to drink.

Changing tho width of the Sidewalk on 
Pleanant Street and the South side of 
Pitts Street, (Lincoln AVay West) We^t 
from the Western Maryland R. R. 
Crossing, 
Be it ordained by the Bntigem and 
Town (buneil of the Borough of New 
Oxforrl, County of Adams and Stiite of 
Ponnpylvania, hnd it is hereby enacted 
and ordained by authority of the same:— 
Skc. L That the width of the pave­ 
ments on Pleasant Street in paid Borough 
shall he seven (7) feet, as follows: Four 
(4) feet from the outside of marker to
